(9) That in the matter of collecting the cost of main- 
tenance at the County Home, the Matron report the name 
and financial standing of those admitted, to the Clerk, who 
will send an account to the proper parties, and that mainten- 
ance be paid monthly. 


(10) That no one be admitted to the County Home un- 
less provided with an application made out on the regular 
form, properly filled, and a medical certificate from a doctor 
to the effect that the applicant is sane and free from any 


contagious disease which might cause an epidemic in the in- 
stitution.
